A “Combination of Locals" From Cin- 
cinnati—Exorbitant Local Rates On 
the Iron Mountain—A Rail and River 
Pool to Shreveport. 


The following communication from a gentleman 
who has made some study of the matter sets forth 
his idea of the solution of the railroad question: 
“The efforts made by your journal to give St. Louis 
an equal chance with other cities for the business 
of the country are being generally appreciated. A 
railroad company is essentiaily a creature of the 
State, and yet it appears that the creatureis more 
powerful than the crestor. In years gone by I 
gave the question of railway regulation some 
thought, and at that time formed opinions in regard 
to the principles that should be adopted in dealing 
with this class of powerful corporations which 
have been materially strengthened by observation 
since,. do not believe any permanent relief ‘can 
ever come to the people so long as the railway 
proper and the rolling stock thereon belong to one 
and the same company. Ibelieve that the railway, 
by which is meant the road bed, ties, rails, switches 
and depots, should belong to one company. and 
that the owners of said railways should be com- 
pelled to allow any other individual or company to 
run trains upon same, upon being tendered just 
compensation for such right, under such rules and 
regulations as might be prescribed. This will give 
competition, and competition will give fair rates. 
Fair and equit able rates can never be had from the 
passage of arbitrary laws by our State Legislature. 
It may be said that the idea is impracti- 
cable. On the face of the proposition 
some difficulties may suggest themselves, 
but they can all be overcome. The railroads have 
for years practically had the system in force upon 
them under the name of Fast Freight Lines. The 
river is free to all who desire to run boats thereon, 
upon paying certain tolls and charges and comply- 
ing with such rules and regulations as are pre- 
scribed for the safety of persons and property 
transported thereon. Freights are never exces- 
sive for any length of time from St. Louis to points 
on the river; for the simple reason that the river, 
being free to all, the great law of supply and de- 
mand regulates the charges. If one line of boats 
attempts to exact extortionate charges, another 
line at once competes, and thus a check is imme- 
diately placed upon the greed of the would-be 
monopolists. Suppose the exclusive right to run 
boats upom the river was vested in one 
company. how long would it be before the 
columns of your paper would be filled with | 
accounts of abuses, discrimination and extortion 
practiced by that company. 

“The idea of obtaining fair rates for the trans- 
portation on railroads under existing circumstances, 
by the aid of railroad commissions and arbitrary 
fixed laws, is an absurdity, and all experience has 
shown in this and all other States where tried that 
dut few good results are attained. 

“Permit me to call the attention of your readers 
to the following language of the Constitution of 
Missouri, to prove that the framers of that instru- 
ment had the remedy in their minds herein re- 
ferred to: Railways heretofore constructed, or 
that hereafter may be constructed in this State, are 
hereby deciared public highways, and railroad com. 
panies common carriers, 

“A distinction is here made. The railway is 
a public highway, not a free public 
highway, in the sense that i can 
be used without cost or expense, but it is public and 
free for all who use it by complying with such just 
rules and regulations and paying such reasonable 
charges as may be prescribed for the use of said 
highway. If the Wabash system of roads belonged 
to one company, as at present, it would bean easy 
matter to reguiate the charges it could legally exact 
for allowing a car to run over ita track for a given 
distance; and competition among those companies 
owning the engines and cars would do all the bai- 


car and demand that for a reasonable compensation 
the same be hauled by common carriers operating 
motive power on that line; or, he may and he does 
offer himself or his goods for transporta- 
tion in the coaches or cars of any common carrier 
using the line with the vehicles he requires. He 
may also enter upon the railroad with his own m 
tive power, but in that case, in order that he may not 
imperil the safety or rights of others, he must piace 
bimgelf under the direction of the officer controlling

A gentieman, interested in an establishment on

in @ communication complains bitterly of local 
rates on that road. He says: The people along 
the line of the Iron Mountain Railroad are, I think, 
unanimous in the opinion that the road 
is exacting from them exorbitant local 
rates, first-class rates being 46 cents per hundred 
pounds for sixty-five miles. I know of a pair of 
mill-burrs, shipped from Wheeling, W. Va., a dis- 
tance of about 700 miles, the freight charge on them 
being less than one-half the amount for the 70v- 
mile baul than it wasfor sixty-five miles over the 
Iron Mountain Road. Another instance is where, 
on an agricultural imple ment shipped from a point 
nearly 500 miles east of the Mississippi River, the 
freight charge was about one-half the amount 
charged for the sixty-five miles mentioned above. 
These are hardly worse than the rates charged on 
the mineral product the same road carries out of 
Southeast Missouri. It frequently happens that 
this product is transported from the Mississippi to 
the seaboard for an amount little in excess of what 
the Iron Mountain Road gets for carrying it for a 
distance of fifty to seventy-five miles. Only a few 
days since the agent at a local point was asked 
the rate on a carload of ma- 
chino from St. Louis, a distance 
of less than seventy miles. He offereda rate of 
$36, while the rate on the same goods from a point 
nearly 500 miles east of the river would be $30."

The Freight Agent 
ot the Louisville, New Orieans and Texas refused 
to give us the rate guaranteed to you by our 
salesman, viz.: 12 to 15 cents per hundred pounds, 
but offered a 50-cent rate. We could ship at at 
rate and collect a rebate, but it has been our 
experience that every dollar you get back from a 
railroad is more than earned in the effort to collect 
it. So we shipped by the Kansas City and 
Memphis Road to Paragould, thence via Texas AND 
Sr. Lovurs To Pure Briorr for 12 and 15 cents as 
guaranteed. Very truly yours,

to sell goods bere and pay 
98 cents per hundred freight, when Memphis can 
and does sell at same price, and get a 12 and 15 
cent rate on identically the same goods? I was in

on the 17th, and a merchant there told me that 
Thurber of New York was continually sending him 
circulars setting forth cut rates. The merchant 
clearly intimated that he would give New York the 
bulk of his trade if it were not for the length of 
time it takes to get freight from that point. He 
gives New York men g great deal of business now 
when he is notin a hurry for the goods. This is 
only a common occurrence, and if some of the 
leading merchants of St. Louis couid be induced to 
take a line of samples and makea trip or two in 
this section, and listen every day to ‘the reason why 
we cannot’ give St. Louis our business, they cer- 
tainly would return home as with the 
present state of affairs as are their representa-

AN UNUSED POWER. 

The statutes clearly empower and authorize 
the State Railroad Commissioners to reduce 
freights below the maximum prescribed by 
statute on any of said railroads or parts of 
railroads, either in general or special classes, 
whenever, in their judgment, it can be equi- 
tably done.” The only limitation on this 
power is found in-these words from Section 
844: “But nothing herein contained shall be 
80 constrned as in any manner to abridge or 
control, or to, in any way, authorize the 
Commissioners to abridge or control, or regu- 
late the rates for freight or passengers charged 
by any railroad company in this State, for 
carrying any freight or passengers which come 
from beyond the limits of this State, and 
to be carried through or across this State.” 
This applies only to traffic across the 
State, to transportation which both be 
gins and ends beyond the limits of 
Missouri. But the very particularity with 
which this exception is stated shows the in- 
tent of the Legislature to subject all transpor- 
tation originating or terminating within the 
limite of this State to the regulating power 
conferred on her R. R. Commissioners. 

If the St. Louis and San Francisco Road 
hauls New York goods from St. Louis to 
Springfield at a certain rate, of its own accord 
and for its own profit, the R. R. Commission- 
ers have the power to compel it tohaul St. 
Louis goods of the same class at the same rate 
to Springfield, and: to punish it for charging 
more to Rolla, Lebanon or other intermediate 
stations. If the goods of New York, Chicago 
or Cincinnati are hauled ata certain rate by 
Missouri roads from St. Louis, Louisiana or 
Hannibal to Kansas City, it is only by 
the permission of the R. R. Commissioners 
that they can charge more for hauling 
St. Louis goods to Kansas City, or charge 
more to Sedalia, Warrensburg, or any other 
shorter haul. For each and every violation of 
regulations thus instituted by the Commis- 
sioners, the railroads must pay a fine of not 
less than twenty nor more than two hundred 
dollars, and be liable to pay the injured party 
three times the amount taken from him in 
excess of the rate prescribed by the Commis 
sioners. 

Now, will the Commissioners please explain 
to the public why they have failed to exercise 
this power? Why have they not used this 
weapon for the enforcement of our laws 
against discrimination? Why do they pro- 
claim themselves powerless, when they have 
not exhausted nor even tested the power 
clearly conferred on them for the protection 


of the people?

Defaulters Reappointed. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

The appointment by the Democratic Administra- 
tion of a man as Postmaster ina Maine town who 
was serving a term in prison for defalcation while 
acting as Assistant Postmaster has had the ex- 
traordinary sequel of revealing the fact that reap- 
pointments of proved defaulters were repeatedly 
made by the last Republican Administration. At 
Oneonta, in this State, the Postmaster was reported 
by an inspector to be a defaulter in a large amount 
on the 28th of last January, and yet on the th of 
February he was reappointed for another four 
years’ term. Investigation has discovered several 
ether cases where papers on file in the Department 
show that defalcations had been found in postmas- 
ters’ accounts months and even years ago, and yet 
the same men are stillin office. The explanation 
given ig that the papers had been pigeon-holed, 
and so neither the Postmaster-General nor the 
First Assistant, who makes the appointments to all 
the smaller offices, ever knew anything about the 
frauds. One such case was brought to light the 
ther day purely by accident, where an Ohio 
Postmaster was last year twice reported for grave 
delinquencies, with a recommendation for his im- 
mediate dismissal,and yet it was not until the 
office became a Presidential one, and all the papers 
relating to it were called for, that Assistant- 
Postmaster-General Stevenson knew anything 
about the case. The blame for such a disgraceful 
state of things is ascribed to the “system” of red- 
tape which has grown up in the Department, rather 
than to any conspiracy among the clerks for the 
protection of defaulters, and a radical change in 
the treatment of inspectors’ reports has been 
ordered, which will prevent such gross abuses in

Is it any wonder that anti- monopoly should 
be growing in strength, and that unprincipled pol- 
iticians should take it as their battle cry, calculatuung 
that it will make up for all shortcomings in other 
directions?

The Agitation Spreading Throughout 
the State—Comments and Criticisms 


on the Post-Dispatch From Our 
Exchanges. 


The recent publications in the Post-Drspaton of 
the discriminations made agaiust Missouri com- 
merce and Missouri merchants by Missouri rail- 
roads have been widely copied by our exchanges 
throughout the State. and have been made the 
subject of comments which show that a deep feel- 
ing has been aroused. The following brief extracts 
from a number of exchanges may serve as evidence 
that a spirit of retorm in the matter of freight 
rates is abroad, 
Under the headlines, “A Giant Monopoly—South- 
west Missouri at the Mercy of a Railroad Vorpora- 
tion— The Frisco Rates,” the Lebanon Sentinel 
publishes two columns of our figures showing the 
rates along the St. Louis and San Francisco Road. 
Under the headlines, “Discrimination—How St. 
Louis is Shut Out of Western Missouri Ridiculous 
Rates Charged by the Missouri Pacific,“ the Leba- 
non Rustic fills four of its columos with the facts 
and figures of another of the Post-Disparcr's arti- 
cles; 
The Springfield Express says: “The St. Louis 
Post-Dispatos is making a vigorous fight against 
freight discrimination over the railroads. That 
suits the people.” 
The Sarcoxie Vindicator says: “Jay Gould has 
at last sat down upon the ‘buzz-saw’ which is run 
by the Posr-Dmraron; the extent of bis rip runs 
from the caboose pocket clear up to his brass col- 
lar. He will soon be Missouri Belshazzar, and all 
the world will cry ‘Mene, Mene Tekel Upharsin.'” 


And in another place the Vindicator says: “The 
Post-DisPpaton has commenced a predatory war- 
fare on the railroais of Missouri; their discrimina- 
tion against St. Louis is the principal cause of 
these tears.’ If St. Louis had looked after the 
interest of her patrons years ago, the merchants of 
Southwest Missouri would have more money to 
buy goods with now.“ 


The Louisiana Press gives our merchants a rap: 
“The Post-Disraton is showing up the railroad 
discriminations against St. Louis and in favor of 
Chicago. The trouble is, St. Louis has no road of 
her own, and if this boycotting process is kept 
much longer she will shortly have no trade The 
one thing that St. Louis must learn is that it 
takes first-class rustling ability to do business these 
days. 

The Brookfield Argus calls on us to “give them 

sheol,” or words to that effect. “Our metropolitan 
and metropolis exchange, the Post-Dispatcn, is 
kicking vigorously over the manner in which the 
railroads are treating the peopeof good old St. 
Louis. It seems that the roads are charging higher 
freight rates, and are favoring Chicago and other 
cities, The P.-D. is an out and out, fearless paper, 
and we admire her disposition to show up every- 
thing that is not right. Give ‘em sheol, brothers, 
and stand up for the rights of square old St. 
Louis.” 
The Springfield News, which is a John O'Day 
paper, sees nothing in the freight discriminations 
but a basis for a river appropriation. “The St. 
Louis papers are raising a great howl about the 
railroads discriminating against her. This boom 
will be garnered and presented to Congress, accom- 
panied with a meek request for several million 
dollars for river improvement. St. ‘Louis thinks 
that the United States should fight the railroads by 
plunging good money into the river to help along a 
little local traffic for afew hundred miles on each 
side of the Mound City. Some day the people will 
learn all about this humbug, and then what a cry.” 
The Paris Appeal cails out to know what the 
Railroad Commissioners are here for: 

“The Post-Dispaton is doing a good work in 
showing how the railroads discriminate against St. 
Louis in freights. It bas shown that every road 
running into St. Louis is working against that city. 
Freight is carried several hundred miles further 
from Chicago than from St. Louis at lower rates, 
and the trade of St. Louis is being rapidly and 
surely killed off.

A POLITICAL OBJECT. 
Important Developments in the In- 


tended Sale of the Southern 
Pennsylvania.

Attorney-General Cassidy's Proceed- 
ings in Equity to Prevent the Sale— 
The Attitude of the Administration 

and Anti-Administration Factions 
in the Matter. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aucust 25.—Important develop- 
ments in the Southern Pennsylvania Railroad sale 
negotiations are expected to-day, when Attorney- 
General Cassidy will institute proceedings in equity 
to prevent the sale of the road tothe Pennsylvania 
or its agents. The street was astonished yesterday 
when a rumor to this effect was whispered around, 
and Mr. Cassidy himself expressed great surprise 
that his intentions had became known. The 
Attorney-General refused to divulge the con- 
tents of the bill, saying it would be 
discourteous to the court. It was ascertained, 
however, that the suit willbe based on what may 
be termed grounds of purely public policy, the 
allegation being that the entire commonwealth, as 
well as the minority stock-holders, would. be suffer- 
ers by the proposed merger. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral feels certain, as does ex-Chief Justice Agnew 
of the State Supreme Court, that there is a law 


TO PREVENT THE MERGER 
and that the courts will administer this law in 
allopatbic doses, if necessary. 

It appears, however, on investigation that the 
Democratic Attorne General is not actuated solely 
by his desire to protect the public in this move. 
There is a political object behind his action. The 
Democratic party in Pennsylvania is about evenly 
divided into what are known as administration and 
anti-administration factions. Of course the Aftor- 
ney-Generai is the Governor's chief adviser—is the 
head and front of ithe former faction. 
Both are struggling hard for supremacy 
in the approaching campaign. A few days 
ago the anti-administration faction, while 
looking around for some plan to capture delegates, 
concluded it would be a very ay ed move to in- 
troduce resolutions at the State Convention o 
ing the South Pennsyivania sale, and decided to do 
so. The administration party heard of this, and, 
knowing whata strong cardit would prove, set 
about to counteract its influence. The convention 
meets on Friday.

Why the Street Department 's Joys 
| Forever Are Covered With 
Slime.

Gen. Turner Talks On the Subject 
The Appropriation for Street-Clean- 
ing Miserably Inadequate—What 
Should Be Done and How Much it 
Would Cost—Another Matter of 
Cleanliness, 


If there is any time of the year when St. Louis 
should look clean and should be clean, it is at the 
present time and in the early part of the autumn 
when visitors come by thousands to the Exposition 
and Fair. Itisof the utmost importance that the 
impression of the city gained by these strangers 
should bea favorable one. That they should re- 
mark on the surprising cleanliness of the 
city rather than on its remarkable filthi- 
ness. One of the strongest arguments 
advanced in favor of street reconstruction 


was that when the streets should be improved they 
could be kept in good condition. And yet they 
have not been kept in good condition, and within 
two weeks of the opening of the Exposition they 
are actually in wretched condition, are covered with 
dust and filth of ail kinds in dry weather, and with 
thick mud after a snower. It is pn ess to 
refer to the m streets: they were almost 
impassibie, and one had to walk with care on the 
especial pets of the Street Department. It is now 

practicauy impossible to get tue str ets cleaned iu 

time tor we influx of visitors, and the few 
laborers who were wearily scaping up 
the chinks of soil on Washingtou avenue 
yesterday, gave little promise of such an 
achievement. it is more than likely that the streets 
Will remain filthy through the two great events; 
will be fiitny during the Trades procession and the 
Veiied Prophet's parade and will be found in the 
same condition for the Cattlemen’s convention and 
the host of lesser events on the list for the rest of 
the season. 

In order to discever the cause of this neglect a 
Post-DisPatcs reporter called on 

STREET COMMISSIONER TURNER 
and asked for an ex piauation. 

“The streets cannot be kept clean without money," 
said the General, and we realiy have not enough 
money to operate on, The reason, however, that 
they are not in better condition ig de- 
cause the cleaning bas deen abeyance 
until a contract for the work can 
be made. Bids have been received twice by the 
Board, and all of them have been rejected as exces- 
sive. Other bids will be received next week, and 
we hope to get to work in earnest soon and to make 


As to the other 
streets, the city could scarcely give me money 
enouga to Keep hem in decent condition. We cag 
only approximate at ni aud keep the gutters clean 
and the mud down to a certain extent. Tue Muni- 
cipal Assembly took the idea at the last session that 
the work shouid be done by manual labor—by the 

r—and not by machinery, and hence cut down 
tbe appropriation toa meagre sum. I asked for 
$60,000 for the reconstrucied streets and I 
$40,000. The demand through the Comptrojier 
was for $50,000 for the good streets and $90, 
the macadamized streets. The Assembly, 
on this manual labor plan, took 
$20,000 from the appropriation for the reconstructed 
sireets, and added it to that for the macadamized 
streets. Last year we had $40,000, and the streets 
were in fair coudstion. , 

THIS YEAR ‘ 
we will have fifteen miies more of good stree 
and have $10,000 less. As far a 
tae ied streets are concerned 
I could put a million on them in one day and you 
would scarcely notice the difference, so I am satis- 
fied with $100,000 to keep them in condition. The 
other streets, however, should have $75,000, at least, 
expended on them. That would keep them in ex- 
cellent condition. It is due the citizens who have 
been asked to lay out a million in constructing 
these streets that they should be kept in decent 
condition. With tnis much money all of the cen- 
tral part of the city would present a clean and good 
ap nce so that any One seeing them would be 
favorably impressed with the city. We must come 
to the daily sweeping like other cities in time. 
if not in this administration, then in the next. It is 
the cheapest and most satisfactory way. 
York, with only a slightly greater mileage than we

mileage expends as much every year. We 
have only a paitry $100,000 or se for our streets, 
and that is what is the matter with them,” 
ANOTHER MATTER
